REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
affidavit submitted 08-02-2010 shows unexpected results for the claimed range of the 
diameter of the central hole at the end of the drying and consolidating step. The prior 
art does not teach or suggest controlling the diameter of the central hole to values in the 
claimed range, nor does it teach or suggest that the claimed range would result in an 
improvement in attenuation loss as demonstrated in applicant's affidavit. The closest 
prior art references are considered to be US 2003/0024278 A1 (Berkey et al.) and WO 
00/64824 A2 (Allen etal.). 

In Berkey et al, the diameter of the central hole at the end of the drying and 
consolidating step is 7 mm (paragraph [0133]), which is outside of the claimed range of 
"about 0.05 to about 0.4 mm". It should also be noted that the Berkey et al. reference is 
from the same family of patent documents as the WO 03/01 1779 reference cited as a 
document of particular relevance by the International Search Report for 
PCT/EP03/51102. 

Allen et al disclose glass preforms with an inside centerline hole diameter of 1 to 
10 mm, which is still outside the claimed range of "about 0.05 to about 0.4 mm". 
Moreover, since Allen et al solves the problem of rewetting using a different solution 
(sealing each end of the centerline hole in the preform to reduce detrimental impurities), 
Allen does not recognize the criticality of the claimed range or the unexpected reduction 
in minimum attenuation loss at 1380 nm resulting from the particular claimed centerline 
hole diameter.
